Saturday afternoon, May 15, 
between the hours of 2.30 to 5.30 
the Canadian Red Cross Clinic 
will be stationed at the Cole¬ 
man high school to receive blood 
from approximately 100 local 
donors. 

During the past couple of 
months Miss A Yuill has been 
active in soliciting names of 
persons agreeable to donate 
blood. Several men have come 
to her assistance and secured 
names of prospective donors 
with the result that approxi¬ 
mately 100 names have been 
secured.

Salas' General Store 
Given 'The New Look' 

Store Modernized in Every 
Respect: Plan in Inaugurat¬ 
ing Serve Yourself Service. 

John Salus, aggressive young 
west Coleman business man, has 
spared neither expense nor ef¬ 
fort in making his general store 
one of the most modern in town. 

Formerly known as the Wal¬ 
ter Bobbit store, Mr. Salus has 
changed the store in practically 
every respect. Large plate glass 
windows front the entire store 
and permit maximum light. The 
small one door entrance has 
been replaced by a double door 
with plate glass in each, the 
door being located in the cen¬ 
ter of the display windows. 

Shelves surround the three 
walls permitting g r e a te r 
display. Grocery islands and dry 
goods gondolas are located at 
specific pojnts on the floor and 
each is filled with goods. The 
counter is located in the centre 
of the floor and absorbs a min¬ 
imum of space. The counter is 
fitted with glassed-in compart¬ 
ments in which tobaccos and 
confectionery are displayed. 

Upon the fruit compartments 
glass has been installed permit¬ 
ted double display of the fruit. 

Walls and ceiling have been 
painted white and six modern 
Fleuroscent light units have 
been installed in the ceiling. < 
The entire lay-out was plan¬ 
ned for Mr. Salus by the Scott 
Fruit Co. which makes a prac¬ 
tice of aiding its customers in 
receiving the maximum display 
in their respective stores. 

The meat department is at¬ 
tractively arranged and to add 
to the service a steak machine 
has been purchased and is now 
in operation. 

During the past year a mod¬ 
ern heating system was install¬ 
ed and the advantage of the 
system is manifest these cold 
wet days. 

Mr. Salus hopes to eventually 
instal a “serve yourself service" 
and has on order light metal 
baskets for that purpose. 

Several Dogs 
Poisoned Last Week 

A number of dogs, four ac¬ 
cord to police record and ap¬ 
proximately ten by unofficial 
record, died as a result of pois¬ 
oning last week-end. 

According to those who have 
lost their pets and eye - wit¬ 
nesses of a dog which died in 
the school yard the symptoms 
are that of strychnine poison¬ 
ing. 

Whether it is strychnine or 
any other kind of poison it is 
not known whether the poison 
^ has been placed where dogs can 
pick it up deliberately or not. 
One theory is that the rain of 
the past several days has caused 
the poison to enter more deeply 
into whatever foodstuffs it 
poisons thus making it quite 
difficult for the dogs to detect 
the bitter taste until too late. 

POLICY BENEFIT PAYMENTS 

TORONTO—Payments to liv¬ 
ing policyholders and benefici¬ 
aries in Canada by their life in¬ 
surance companies totalled $15,- 
172,766 during the month of 
February this year, it is report¬ 
ed by the Canadian Life Insur¬ 
ance Officers Association. 

Approximately 60 per cent of 
the payments were made to liv¬ 
ing policyholders. These pay¬ 
ments consisted of; matured en¬ 
dowments $2,334,190; disability 
payments $273,899; annuity 
payments $453,098; surrender 
values $3,043,165; dividends to 
policyholders $3,068,975. 

The other 40 per cent was 
distributed in death and acci¬ 
dental death claims and reach¬ 
ed the sum of $6,009,439. 

Of the total payments to 
policyholders and beneficiaries 
$11,094,467 was paid on ordinary 
policies, $2,446,669 on industrial 
policies and $1,631,630 on group 
certificates.

battle against time and 
weather to save an important 
bridge.

Letter To The Editor 


Blairmore, Alta., 
May 8th, 1948. 

Editor, 

Coleman Journal. 

Sir: 

My attention has been drawn 
to an editorial in the April 1st 
issue of your paper entitled “It’s 
An Honor?” You state: “The 
confirmed intention of the LPP 
to oppose the CCF in this con¬ 
stituency is borne out in past 
election results.” May I say that 
the LPP is not contesting this 
seat “to oppose the CCF”. It is 
the other way around. Our vote 
is considerably greater than 
that of the CCF. We are con¬ 
testing this seat to defeat Social 
Credit. 

You go on to say that in East¬ 
ern Europe, which according to 
you is under “the hand of Com¬ 
munism”, one sees “the power 
of the people placed in the 
hands of a few, freedom of the 
press abolished, personal liberty 
abolished ...” 

I presume you refer to such 
countries a s Czechoslovakia, 
Jugoslavia, Bulgaria, Poland, 
Rumania, Hungary. May I point 
out first of all that, with the 
exception of Czechoslovakia, all 
of these countries lived under 
fascist and military dictator¬ 
ships long before Hitler took 
them over. There was no per¬ 
sonal liberty, freedom of the 
press, etc. 

Today, for the first time in 
many years, these people have 
a wide measure of democracy. 
They are on the road to social¬ 
ism. All of the big industries 
have been taken over by the 
government and are now oper¬ 
ated for the benefit of the 
people, not to enrich a few men. 
The huge estates of the land¬ 
lords have been confiscated and 
divided up among the poor peas¬ 
ants. Everyone goes to school 
now— not just the sons and 
daughters of the rich. In each 
of these countries there is a 
coalition government which in¬ 
cludes representatives of such 
parties as the Catholic, Peasant, 
Socialist and Communist and 
which governs with the support 
of the vast majority of the 
people. Don’t forget, Mr. Editor, 
that the King government in 
Ottawa was elected on a minor¬ 
ity vote! 

The only “personal liberty” 
that has been taken away is the 
“liberty” of a few rich men to 
exploit the people. Democracy 
isn’t just a question of the right 
to vote—it is a question of jobs, 
homes, food, clothes, land. The 
people of Eastern Europe have 
both economic and policital lib¬ 
erty today. They are building a 
democracy of a new type. 

The words you use to des¬ 
cribe Eastern Europe really ap¬ 
ply to the fascist and dictator' 
governments in countries like 
Greece, Brazil, Spain, Turkey 
and Chiang Kai Shek’s China. 
Most of these are puppet states 
of American “democracy”. Such 
kind of “democracy” the people 
of Eastern Europe don’t want. 
They don’t want a Truman dic¬ 
tating their affairs any more 
than they wanted a Hitler.

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Funds For Education 


WHETHER EDUCATION SHOULD BE under the control of the indi¬ 
vidual provinces or whether it should be entirely or in part the concern of 
the Federal Government, is a question which is frequently discussed by 
those who are interested in the future of education in Canada. Because 
of the extent of the country, and of the influence of the climate and the 
geography of the land on the interests and occupations of the people, it is 
clear that there would be many reasons why each province might be cap¬ 
able of dealing most wisely with its own educational problems. On the 
other hand, a uniform curriculum, and the free movement of teachers 
throughout the country would undoubtedly promote national unity, and 
would also remove the difficulties Which now arise when pupils move from 
one province to another, which has different educational standards. Another 
matter in which Federal control might prove beneficial is that of school 
finances, which frequently present serious problems to local educational |- 
boards. 

The subject of school finances was raised in a recent 
Problems Are "news letter" issued from the headquarters cf the 
PAin+od Out Canadian Teachers Federation. In the letter it was 
rOinTea VUT sug g es ted that the Federal Government should bear 
a share of educational costs.’ "Education cannot continue to depend en¬ 
tirely on the wealth of a province, the wealth of a local community or on 
the generosity of the individual property owner," it said. “To base the 
solution of educational finance on the local property owner or on the wealth 
of a province is folly,” the letter continued, and it further pointed out that 
the base upon which educational finance has rested in the past, that is, the 
real property tax, is becoming increasingly less accountable for the major 
portion of the tastes collected. The subject is to be further discussed at a 
conference to be held by the Canadian Teachers Federation in Ottawa this 


As is the case in almost any enterprise, finances 
Present System are of the utmost importance in education. Recent 
Inafl'pOUfl+e economic trends have brought necessary increases 
5 eCjjU in sa i ar y scales for teachers, although in many 

parts of the country, due to the scarcity of funds, these increases are recog¬ 
nized to be far from adequate. In addition, the war brought about a cur¬ 
tailment of the building of new schools, and in the repairing of buildings 
already in use. Shortages of labor and materials following the war, coupled 
with rising building costs, have caused an enormous backlog of construction 
and repairs which will some day have to be caught up, and which will in¬ 
volve large expenditures. It has long been apparent that in most localities, 
the present methods of financing the schools are far from satisfactory, and 
are not in the best interests of education. In its letter, the Canadian 
Teachers Federation expressed the hope that at the coming conference pro¬ 
vincial organizations would be prepared to give support to 
active campaign for federal grants in aid of education”. It is a matter 
which deserves the attention not only of the teachers’ organizations, but 
of all who are interested in the welfare of education in Canada.

From Alberta Is British Expert's Vision

New Chemical For 
Tomato Blight This Year 

Tomato growers in Ontario have 

new control for early blight of to¬ 
matoes this year. The chemical is 
zinc dimethyl dithiocarbamate, a 
close relative of ferric dimethyl dith- 
iocarbamate the outstanding control 
tobacco blue mold, cabbage 
downy mildew and many other plant 
diseases. 

Present recommendations call for 
alternate applications with tribasic 
copper sulphate, a fixed copper. At 
least four applications should be 
made at 7 to 10 day intervals with 
the first being zinc dimethyl dithio¬ 
carbamate applied about 30 days af¬ 
ter blossoming. 

Both chemicals can be applied as a 
spray or dust, depending on the type 
of equipment available. Experiments 
show good control can be had with 
either foimulation.
